Parking  Restrictions  Eased  at  City  Polling  Places  for  November  8th  General 

Election 


LOS  ANGELES,  CA  (November  7, 2016)--  The  City  of  Los  Angeles  Department  of 
Transportation  (LADOT)  will  relax  parking  restrictions  within  one  block  of  all  City  polling 
places  on  election  day.  This  initiative  is  in  cooperation  with  the  Los  Angeles  City 
Clerk’s  Election  Division  and  the  Los  Angeles  Police  Department  (LAPD). 

LADOT  and  LAPD  will  observe  the  following  parking  rules  within  one  block  of 
designated  polling  places: 

1 . Motorists  seeking  to  park  their  vehicles  will  NOT  be  required  to  deposit  money  in 
parking  meters. 

2.  Time  limits  at  the  parking  meters  will  NOT  be  enforced. 

3.  Street  Cleaning  parking  restrictions  will  NOT  be  enforced. 

4.  Preferential  Parking  restrictions  (i.e.  permit  parking)  will  NOT  be  enforced.
